A MISCHIEVOUS 
RECOMMENDA- 


TION.'. 


The Chicago Times, which seems to be 


the only paper published in the western 
metropolis which posses the courage to 
call things.by their right names, when 
speaking of the labor troubles, contami 
a column editorial in a recent issue .criti- 
cising President Cleveland's recommend- 
ation for a special enactment by tte 
national legislature as a panacea for labor 
disturbances 
This journal treats tho 


subject m .the light of discriminating 
in fa/or of certain lab jr castes, aud very 
truthfully and forcibly sfiya: 


"The proposed law would bo made ox- 


proEslv for and applicable only to citizens 
having a particular status —namely, that 
of hired servants. 
To workingmen that 


are not consigned, by choice or by £ir- 
oumstanoes, to tho limits of that class, 
the law would have no application. Much 
the greater part of all men in this coun- 
try who work for a living are in agricul- 
ture audits allied industries. 
They are 


uot hired laborers, nor 'wage-workers,' 
but men that employ their own capital 
and labor on their own account. 
They 


toil more laboriously than workiugmou 
of any other description; but they are 
tiot heard clamoring tor eight-hour laws, 
nor seen organizing strikes an 1 foment- 
ing insurrections and committ'ng dep- 
redations upon tho persons, liberties, and 
droperty ot others. 
They are not 


enrolled in any 'noble order' ot socialistic 
swashbucklers with a name borrowed 
from the knightly froobaoters ot tho dark 
ages. They have cot surrendered their 
personal freedom and manhood to the 
dictation of upstart despots oC the stylo 
ot Mr. Powderly and Mr. Irons. They 
are tho roost laborious aud industrious, 
as well as tho most numerous, working- 
men ot the country; but they are uot 
within tbo limits ot the olass, or caste, 
for whoso particular beneflt the president 
recommends special legislation, and what 
is more, they have no ambition to be 
consigned by statute or otherwise to the 
limits of snob a caste." 


The tact is too often overlooked in 


cities 
whero labor organizations are 


strong, that but a small percentage of the 
wage workers of the country at large are 
represented in an organized capacity. To 
the tens ot thousands ot mpn, who by 
strict ooonomy havo succeeded in acquir- 
ing homesteads, 
and who 
by hard 


and constant toil, not eight hours a day, 
but all the daylight ot tho working <ayo 
are accumulating, not a fortune, but 
simply a living, add the large class of 
contented artisans found in overy hamlet, 
village, and thriving town scattered over 
the country, and you have a vast army of 
toilers, who are not iu sympathy with 
the royal knighthood, or kindred organi- 
zations. Economy, not arbitration, is 
tho practical problem whioh should in- 
terest and command tbe attention of a 11 
our discontented laboringjclasses. 


As a rule American labor is rjwarded 


with a competency sufficient for comfort- 
able support and a bank account, whioh 
in ten years would transform tho wago 
worker into a capitalist. This transform- 
ation scene is recuring in all parts ot our 
land continually and the vast army of! 
toilers who grasp the American idea that | 
capital is within the easy grasp of every :

done. In discussing this question oC tbo 
right to regulate railroad fares and freights 
in a manner which would necessarily im- 
pair tho carrying capacity of the roads, 
wo should not forgot that tbo investments 
woro made by individuals. 
If tho railroads 


wero so important to tho public, surely these 
individual investors ought not to bo dis- 
couraged by tho apprehension tliut tlio 
valuo of their investments might bo lessoned 
by adverse legislation. 
Besides, inasmuch 


us labor entered very largely into tho con- 
struction of railroads and continued in thoir 
operation, any attempt on tho part of con- 
gress to h'.x the rates of railroad companies 
tended to fix tho price of labor. Further, 
in all thoso ofTorts at regulation, Stanford 
found no protection to thQ railroad compa- 
nies, no guarantca against impairment of 
income. 
No legitimate enterprise should 


bo discouraged, and loast of all those that 
added most to the convenience and comfort 
of tlie people, and to tha wealth, strength 
and dignity of tho nation.
